late Instructions 'Whlchmay Interest the 


Reno Boys. 


G. O. 15, H. Q. A., Feb. 12, 1890. 


By direction ot the Secretary of War the 


following instructions are published for 
the information and guidance of all con- 
cerned: 


Under Suction 1225 of the Revised Stat- 


utes (aa amended by the Act of September 
26,1888), tbe following raleo are prescribed 
,by tbe President for the government of 
offloera of the army detailed aa professors 
of military science and tactics: 


I.— DSTAtt AND DUTIES OP OWICBBS. 


A* » rale, captains of companies, regi- 


mental staff officers, or officers who have 
served lens than thies years with the regi- 
ments, or who hare recently completed a 
tour of detached service, will not be eligi- 
ble; and no details will be made that will 
leave a battery, troop, or company without 
two officers for duty with it. 
Whenever 


practicable, preference for snch detail will 
be given to officers who have been gradu- 
ated from either the Artillery School, the 
Infantry and Cavalry School, or tbe Engi- 
neer School. 


The period of the detail will be three 


years. Tbe professor of military science 
and tactics shall reside at or near the insti- 
tution to which assigned, and when in the 
performance of bio military duties shall 
appear in proper uniform. 
Officers ao de- 


tailed shall, in their relations to the insti- 
tutions, observe the general usages and 
regulations therein established affecting the 
duties and obligations of other members ot 
the faculty. For the benefit of tbe officer 
and the military service, he may perform 
other duties at the college in addition to 
those pertaining to military science and 
tactics, and may receive Euchcompentation 
therefor aa may be agreed upon.

WASHINGTON, March 10.—Senator Stan- 


ford in presenting his resolution to the 
Senate to-day, relative to Government loans 
on real estate, said: From the earliest 
civilization there has existed in all conn- 
tries the need of some commodity that will 
stand as a representative of values, through 
which exchanges can be made, without 
commodities themselves being passed from 
hand to hand. A Government bond is val- 
uable to the holder on account of tbe inter- 
est it earns. As an energetic factor in the 
transactions of men'it only amounts to tbe 
percentage which it draws, but when bond- 
holders, by depositing it with tbe Govern- 


_ 


organization and government of the mili- 
tary students; the appointment, promotion 
and change of officers; and all other or- 
ders affecting the military department, ex- 
oapt those relating to routine duty, shall 
be' made and promulgated by the Professor 
of Military Soienoe und Tactics alter being 
approved by the Prosident or other admin- 
istrative officer of the institution. 


2. It is tbe duty of the Prosesaor of 


Military Science and Tactici to enforce 
proper military discipline at all times when 
students are under military instruction, 
and in case of serious breaches of disci- 
pline, or misconduct, to report the same to 
tbe proper authorities of the institution, 
according to its established methods. Upon 
occasions o! military ceremony, ia the exe- 
cution of drills, guard duty, and when 
students are receiving any other practical 
apilitary instruction, he shall see that they 
appear in tha uniform prescribed by the 
institution, 


III. — COTJESE OF INSTBOCT10N. 


1. The course cf instruction shall be 


both practical and theoretical, and shall 
be so arranged as to occupy at least one 
hour per week for theoretical instruction 
and at least two hours per week for practi- 
cal instruction. 


2. The practical course in infantry shall 


embrace small-arm target practice na<3, as 
fur as practicable, all the movements pre- 
scribed by tbe drill regclations of tbe 
United States Army applicable to a battal- 
ion. Instruction in artillery shall embrace, 
as far as practicable, such portions of th» 
United States drill regulations as pertains 
to the foimation of detachments, manual of 
the piece, mechanical manoeuvres, aiming 
drill, sabre exercise, and target practice. 
Instruction should also include the duty of 
sentinels and, where practible, castramen- 
tition. Such instruction shall be given by 
the Professor of Military Science and Tac- 
tics personally, or nnder his immediate 
supervision. 


3. Theoritical instruction shall be by 


recitations and lectures personally con 
ducted and given by the professor of mili- 
tary science and tactics, and shall include, 
as far as practicable, a systematic and pro- 
gressive course in the following subjects: 
The drill regulations of tbe United States 
army, the preparations of the usual reports 
and returns pertaining to a company, the 
organization and administration ot the 
Unite! States Army, and the elementary 
principles governieg in the art cf war. 


IT, — BEPOMS. 


Be shall render a quarterly report to the 


Adjutant General of the army of the whole 
number of undergraduate students in the 
institution capable of performing military 
doty, the number required by the institu- 
tion to be enrolled as military students, 
the average attendance at drills, the num- 
ber absent, the. number and kinds of drills 
recitations and lectures, or other instruc- 
tion bad during the quarter, and the num- 
ber reported for discipline.
